This ceally comprises all our knowledge 
of the relation between cause and elect Why the effect in- 
variably follows the cause (comditons deing the xame) no ene 
knows, "Phe wisest can only say that God is ihe unknown 
tie thar binds effects to their causes, teat that is the mude of 
bis being, of his manifesting himself as law and order in lus 
universa, that God is the cause why effets follow their 
causes. 

Y A cause ts not the same thing as the effect 1 strike you 
with a stick. Many effects. follow from this blow. 
physical injury and pain, another is a wound to your spirits, 
and anger or evief Ali wall see that fhe blow ıs one thing, 
the physical and spiritual wound, the pain and anger, aro very 
different things They are nu more the same than the father and 
hih are the same.
